Affton Man Released on 
Bond — Dispute Oc- 
curred at Home in 
Webster Groves.

SAN ANGELO, Tex., Jan. 29 
(AP) — Police said today the 
bomb. killing of a wealthy Texas

Weaver, was a mistake.“ They 
said a former son-in-law had 
plotted for nearly a year to 
ambush her husband. 

Still untold is the motive for 
the death plot, outlined to police 
by two men who said they were 
given money, guns and a car to 
kill Weaver, a prominent Texas 
architect and scientist. 

The former son-in-law, Harry 
L. Washburn, 38 years old, and 
Carl Heninger, 37, were arrested 
in Houston today. They were 


a jobless carpenter’s helper, was 
charged also an as accomplice. 

They were brought the 469 
miles from the Texas gulf coast 
to San Angelo where the killing 
took place Jan. 19. Washburn 
said nothing. Heninger denied 
any knowledge of the killing. 

Mrs. Weaver was killed ,when 
she stepped on the starter of her 
husband’s automobile, setting 

off a nitroglycerine bomb under 
the hood.

The story of the alleged death 
plot was told police by John 
McKinnis, 45, and Ray Fife, 33, 
Who were not held.

McKinnis last March, offering 

him and Fife money to kill 
Weaver.

WHAT <n. UNION WANTS is not, 
strictly speaking, a guaranteed annual 
wage, though in effect it becomes that. 
What is aimed at is to make seasonal lay- 
offs so expensive the industry will find 
ways and means to avoid them, and to 
keep automobile workers employed the 
year around.

1. For workers with seniority (a worker 
enters this category after 90 days of em- 
ployment) the company. wishing to insti- 
tute a layoff would be forced to pay each 
man a week’s “unemployment compensa- 
tion” for every two weeks he has worked. 

2. All workers, whether having senior- 
ity or not, would be paid for a full, 40- 
hour week if called in to work any part 
of the week.

In the past, management has accepted 
principles in union proposals which previ- 
ously had been opposed publicly, in order 
to get the jump on competitors. The auto- 
mobile companies have never stood togeth- 
er—to the strategic advantage of the union. 
A shutdown may mean loss of a market, a 
crippling handicap in the race for sales. 

Representatives of management in the 
automotive industry are even more cat- 
tious than Reuther in discussing the pro- 
posal for an annual wage. Harlow H. Cur- 
tice, president of General Motors, however, 
has posed three basic questions which he 
said must be answered under such a plan: 

“How much should be paid for unem- 
ployed time? 

“For how long should unemployment 
payments be provided? 

“Should payments be made to em- 
ployes whe voluntarily quit, are dis- 
charged for cause, go on strike, fail to 
seek work, or decline to accept suitable 
work?” 

So far these questions have not been 
answered; presumably they will be when 
bargaining for new contracts gets under 
way.

The research report declares that “‘work- 
ers 56 by such machinery, if they

Other management spokesmen say that 
any alteration of this pattern of production 
peaks and valleys, to meet the union de- 
mand for employment stabilization, would 
of necessity involve union participation in 
the whole process of production plan- 
ning—an invasion of the rights of manage- 
ment. Under the plan, management claims, 
the union would help determine seniority 
rights of individuals, because unemploy- 
ment claims would be paid on the basis 
of seniority; the union also would want a 
hand jin the payment of claims—-and this, 
it is claimed, would inevitably lead to 
union demands for a voice in scheduling 
production.

The vote in the Senate was one of the most 
remarkable demonstrations of near-unanimity in 
the long life of a legislative chamber not known 
for unanimous approval.

If the resolution 
serves, as indeed it is intended to do, as a clear 
and effective warning to the Chinese Commu- 
nists not to start a general war in the Far East, 
the resolution will have greatly served the 
cause of peace. 

The Pest-Dispatch has the fullest sympathy 
for the deep concerns expressed in the debate 
by Senators Lehman, Morse, Langer and others 
about the danger that use of this resolution 
may involve the United States and bring on an 
atomic holocaust.

A Staten Island Hereabouts 

Pinch-hitting for the late Henry Thoreau, Jo- 
seph Wood Krutch complains that it has become 
almost Impossible for modern man to live the 
simple rural life. Yet he could have found a good 
spot for the bucolic life within his own New 
York.

ASILIU’S account of the

The details of his courtship, 
marriage, and his settling 
down as a real American who 
expected to buy all his suits 
at Macy’s, must be left to the 
reader. Like all the rest of 
the book this part is charm- 
ingly told and shows not the 
slightest trace of idiomatic 
quaintness one would expect 
in a writer using a second 
language. Vasiliu could never 
learn to talk baseball with 
his wife's friends.

THE SONG OF THE SKY, by 
Guy Murchie Jr., with illustra- 
tions by the author.

F there is any doubt that 
f the literature of the sky is 
on its way to rival the liter- 
ature of the sea it should be 
dispelled with ‘a reading of 
this airman-author’s always in-

and the poetry of the ocean 
of the air. 


A Harvard graduate and a 
newspaper correspondent in 
the early days of World War 
II, Mr. Murchie joined the Air 
Transport Command in 1942 
as an instructor in navigation. 
He soon became a specialist 
in ocean flying, taking Army 
cargoes across the North and 
South Atlantic. In the Korean 
War he flew the Pacific under 
Army contract. He now ofer- 
ates a camp for children of 
all races and religions at Lest 
Sullivan, New Hampshire, In 
the environs of th’s camp he 
found in the weather, bird 
flights and snowfalls a wealth 
of familiar and original illus- 
tration which adds a Walden- 
like touch to his aerial dia- 
grams and drawings of planes. 


With this background and 
his ability to express his 
thoughts on paper, it is small 
wonder that he has produced a 
book that invites comparison 
with Rachel Carson’s highly 
successful “The Sea Around 
Us.”

William Faulkner Gets Another Award 


HE National Book Awards 
ewvhich were bestowed last 
Tuesday in New York 


provoked the usual number 
of dissenting opinions among 
strong-minded critics and dis- 
appointed publishers’ repre- 
sentatives whose entries didn’t 
show. Most of the criticism 
was directed at the choice of 
William Faulkner’s A Fable“ 
as the best American novel of 
the year. Many believed that 


Faulkner's reputation, strong- 


ly buttressed by the Nobel 
Prize, had a greater influence 
on the judges than the in- 
trinsic merit of his latest 
work. “The Dollmaker“ by

Wildlife isn’t publicity con- 
scious and really doesn’t want to 
be photographed, when you get 
right down to it. Consequently, 
Schwartz has found himself 
spending much time in doing 
such things, for instance, as 
sneaking up on rabbits. Which 
is not easy. 

But as a wildlife photographer 
—one of his several accomplish- 
ments—he’s stacked up quite a 
record. His film on quail won 
national and international 
awards; he directed and filmed 
another production in which the 
cast consisted of snakes, which 
have no great degree of acting 
And he’s just completed 
a rabbit movie, titled “Cotton- 
tail,” which shows promise of 
winning more awards.

after she received her Ph.D. and 
he was graduated. They spent 
their first summer living in a 
tent with Yosemite National 
Park for a ‘yard. He was em- 
ployed there for the summer as 
a ranger-naturalist. Then, after 
two years graduate research 
work—on cottontail rabbits—he 
went to work for the Conserva- 
tion. Commission. 


With money he had made from 
illustrating .a book, Schwartz 
bought his first good camera— 
the first big step, although an 
unknowing one, to becoming the 
man who gets Missouri's animal 
life down on film. His first job 
with the commission was, in ef- 
fect, to go find out all about 
the Missguri prairie chicken 
and report back. 

“I'd never even seen a prairie 
chicken,” he recalled. 

But soon he was seeing an 
awful lot of them. He even had 
prairie chickens dancing on his 
head without the chickens know- 
ing he was around.

E have here chronicled the 
basic rule in photographing 
prairie chickens. Basic rule: 
First, find some prairie chick- 
ens. 

Schwartz, finding good “boom- 
ing grounds,” where the birds

It was a case of trial and error 
and homemade haystacks for 
‘blinds. The blinds he uses now

are well-designed, functional, 
canvas-on-collapsible frame, zip- 
pered-camera-opening jobs. But 
his first tries were relatively 
primitive and enough to startle 
agriculturists considerably. But 
how well he operated, even in 
the early learning stages, is 
shown in his two books on Mis- 
souri prairie chickens, 
* * — 

T wasn't easy, either the learn- 
[ing or the applying of what he 

learned as he went along. Not 
all of the photography is done 
from blinds. 

“I’ve shot pictures from trees, 
from hills, from boats, from 
holes in the ground—any ruse at 
all that would work,” Schwartz 
said. One ruse was a square- 
shaped blind which worked quite 
well for the prairie chickens— 
they even jumped up on it to 
get in a little dancing. Curious 
as to what their reaction would 
be, Schwartz grabbed a couple. 
They died of shock, so he quit 
doing that. 

The experience was a big help, 
later, when he departed the 
prairie chicken field of endeavor 
and went into the quail line. 
Two years of work went into 
that quail picture. It is titled 
“Bobwhite Through the Year” 
and it won the Coni Grand 
medal, top award at the Inter- 
national Sports Film Festival in 
Rome in 1952. 

The idea of pictures of some

Yet sqme 
hunt the tree-tops, others take insects from the garden and 
fruit trees, while still others range far afield. Moreover, 
several additional species use the yard and garden as feed- 
ing grounds, for we see warblers in spring and woodpeck- 
ers, nuthatches and titmice during summer, as well as an 
occasional bluejay. 


Birds like the orioles, vireo and warblers that nest hig

But perhaps because 
everything about him was so 
eminently acceptable, White was 
an easy convert to the under- 
world’s bright promise of ex- 
citement and 1 living.

HE son of a doctor, White 
studied medicine but aban- 
doned it as offering insuffi- 
cient rewards. He had expensive 
tastes and needed an income to 
match; His accoutrements in- 
cluded zuch distractions as a 
super-charged Cadillac, a Jaguar, 
an MG sports car, a yacht, an 
airplane, a London apartment 

and a country home. 

Despite his acquisitive ap- 
proach, he managed to keep 
pretty much on the sunny side 
of the law until 1948, when he 
saw in the Palestine war an ir- 
resistible opportunity for quick 
money. 

On July 7, 1948, two surplus 
twin-engine Mosquito bombers, 
registered in White's name, took 
off from a small airfield near 
Cambridge. They never came 
back. How much White made on 
the deal, or from whom, was 
never established. 

For the next year he lived in 
the manner to which he felt he 
was entitled. But then a dis- 
turbing rumor reached him. 
Customs officers were curious 
about the wayward airplanes. 
Machines that take off should 
either come back, or be reported 
as having arrived somewhere. 

White decided a a to France 
was in order. But while boarding 
a channel steamer at Dover, he 
was arrested and charged with 


‘illegally exporting aircraft. 


His social standing and credit 
were reflected by the fact that 
Lady Mary Greaves, youngest 
daughter of the Countess of Dy- 
sart, went his bail.

Simpson, as an insurance man, 
had access to a top secret vol- 
ume—the survey book of Lloyd’s 
of London. The book describes 
the contents of virtually every 
safe in Britain, together with. in- 
formation on how the safes are 
protected. Here, White realized, 


was a man who could lead him 


to the large, economy-sized loot. . 


White whispered in Simpson’s 
ear, and Simpson listened. They 
formed an alliance, and then 
White set about preparing him- 
self for greater things by learn- 
ing a trade, namely, safe crack- 
ing. 

He had an interest in and 
some knowledge of electronics. 
With this, and what he had 
learned about safes, he devised 
the most advanced safe-blowing 
technique Scotland Yard has 
ever encountered. His equip- 
ment included such things as 
oxy-electrical arc cutters capable 
of burning in seconds through 
inch-thick steel, portable trans- 
formers to boost the current, 
spare fuses in case they blew, 
and welders’ masks. 

After a few successful forays 
among the stately homes of Lon- 
don, White augmented his staff. 
He hired only the best. He took 
on Chatham, an escaped convict 
who took pardonable pride in his 
reputation as London’s best sec- 
ond-story man. Then he added 
Melrose, who looked upon him- 
self as unofficial safe-cracker 
laureate of the Commonwealth. 

Soon the muffled blast of 
bursting strong boxes began to 
compete with the pop of cham- 
pagne corks in the swank dis- 
tricts of London. : 

Last July 17, White led his 
stalwarts against the fashionable 
London jewelry firm of H. A. 
Byworth and Co., Ltd. With cool 
efficiency, White and Co. re- 
lieved Byworth and Co. of more 
than $100,000 worth of gold leaf, 
platinum and knickknacks. 

While his three assistants fled 
into the night, White, doubtless 


picturing himself as a modern 
Raffles, sauntered calmly to his 
nearby car. En route he passed 
Patrolmen Ronald Gibbs. Car- 
ried away, perhaps, by his role, 
White strolled up to Gibbs and 
asked him for change to make 
a telephone call. At that mo- 
ment he pressed his luck.

ETECTIVES investigating the 
Pprovbery asked patrolmen in 

London's fashionable areas to 
report everything that happened 
on their beats that night, no 
matter how inconsequential it 
might seem. 


So faithful Gibbs reported 
that a man had asked him for 
change to make a telephone call. 
He even recalled the make and 
part of the license number of 
the man’s car. This led a flying 
squad to White. At the police 
lineup Gibbs, after asking to 
hear White speak, put the fin- 
ger on him. 

After police had rounded up 
the quartet, White led them to 
the hiding place of their bur- 
glary equipment. Brought to 
trial last month, they found that 
British justice is still speedy. 
White was sentenced to seven 
years in prison. Chatham and 
Melrose, the second-story man 
and the safe-cracker, got 10 
years each, in view of their 
criminal records. Gordon Simp- 
son, who had come to be known 
as the group’s “intelligence of- 
ficer,” got six years. 

Even though White has been 
scratched from ‘the guest lists, 
odds are that conversations in

UR survival in the crisis of 
() today is closely tied to an 

exact, timely knowledge of 
what is going on in the world. 
Everywhere in the world, most 
especially behind the walls of 
the Kremlin. 

Behind the respectable front 
of all great powers, their secret 
services work with blatant dis- 
regard for decorum and de- 
cency. Their agents seek se- 
crets in the files of war min- 
istries, in the vaults of foreign 
offices and in garbage pails. 
They break safes and codes, ar- 
range for kidnapings and assas- 
sinations. 

The drama of this conflict is 
widely featured. It is generally 
presented as a war raging on 
secret fronts, as if it were noth- 
ing but a series of plots for tele- 
vision scripts. Indeed, surface 
facts are often close to super- 
ficial fiction. A stately blonde 
woman steps into a cab in 
Vienna and is never seen again. 
The briefcase of a stranger is 
snatched from his hands on a 
Hong Kong bus. From Indochina 
comes word that saboteurs have 
disabled a French destroyer. In 
Malaya, the British governor 
general is killed on an inspec- 
tion trip. 

In Frankfurt, the private diary 
of an American general is stolen 
from his hotel room. In Can- 
berra, Tokyo, and Berlin, Soviet 
agents desert with documents to 
expose the service to which they 
themselves owed allegiance up 
to the moment of their escape. 

Isolated though these inei- 
dents appear, they all have a 
relation to each other. Combined, 
they form a single pattern. But 
the drama in such incidents 
sometimes dims. their sig- 
nificance. For behind the plots 
of individual’ spies stand huge 
and rich organizations, the sec- 
ret services of the great powers, 
which exist because there is a 


need— the need to know. 


E * „ 

EHIND the drama and adven- 
Bure there is today’s grim 

business of survival. The total 
pattern is what can be called the 
war of wits — organized and 
waged because it is the function 


of prudent nations to watch 


their ramparts and bolster their 
defenses at the sources of 
danger. 

In this age of absolute weap- 
ons, existence depends on the 
knowledge of the intentions, 
plans and abilities of opponents. 
The attack on Pearl Harbor 
taught Americans this lesson in 
1941. But a sneak attack which 
at. that time merely destroyed 
some elements of the United 
States Pacific Fleet would today 
destroy whole metropolitan 
areas. It could cripple a nation, 
perhaps beyond recovery, with 
a single stroke at the very out- 
set of a new war. 

Foreknowledge is needed to 
forestall such sneak attacks, to 
enable nations to make. their 
policies and conduct their affairs 
in anticipation of onslaughts or 
to provide warnings on the eve 
of disaster. Knowledge is needed 
to enable nations which are at- 
tacked to retaliate—knowledge 
of the enemy’s hidden targets, 
his weak points, the areas where 
his physical and moral resources 
are concentrated. 

In short, knowledge is needed 
to wage the cold war, to decide 
its strategies, to avoid its defeats 
and score its victories. 

Since the collection of facts is 
among a nation’s most competi- 
tive activities, those engaged in 
it must try forever to get into 
the enemy’s organizations. That 
is difficult, risky and virtually 
impossible without the most de- 
tailed, up-to-the-minute informa- 
tion about the opponent. 

This information usually in- 
cludes data about his method of 
collecting information, the items 
he is interested in (sometimes 
called the “shopping list’) and, 
above all, his personne]. 

For every exploit of spies that 
becomes known, there must be 
dozens of cases that will remain 
secret forever. Throughout both 
world wars, the British had an 
officer of their secret service 
planted in the German General 
Staff. But only a handful knew 
his identity.

While Britain unmasked most 
of the German agents of World 
War II, one truly effective Ger- 
man managed to evade the net.

The spy was later cred- 
ited with guiding German 
bombers to these crucial tar- 
gets. 

This is only a partial list of 
the man’s achievements. His ac- 
tivities still baffle British coun- 
terspies. Who was this formi- 
dable adversary? How could he 
remain undetected? How could 
he escape? 

Whoever he was, this phan- 
tom was still going strong in 
the fifth year of the war. When, 
in March, 1944, Gen. Eisen- 
hower moved his headquarters 
from London to Bushy Park to 
evade German spies, the phan- 
tom reported the transfer to 
Berlin within 72 hours. 

Later, he reported the exact 
date of D-Day, but Hitler trusted 
his intuition more that a report 
from his master spy. He refused 
to believe that the Allies would 
have the audacity to invade his 
continent. 

E * * 
OMETIMES not even the 
boldest spy is caught, even 
though his escape may be due 

more to luck than anything else. 
During the war, one of the most 
successful Allied spy rings oper- 
ated in neutral Sweden. It was 
a ring of amateurs composed of 
German anti-Nazi refugees, led 
by an intrepid agent named Kurt 
Englich. He discovered that the 
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center of German espionage in 
Sweden — a kind of clearing- 
house of all incoming secrets 
was in a vaultlike room of the 
German air attache’s office in 
Stockholm. 

Englich learned that the room 
was always left in the custody 
of a single guard at night. He 
got a lead to this guard, estab- 
lished that the man was not well 
disposed toward the Nazis. The 
adroit refugee went to work on 
him, and the guard was soon 
convinced that Germany would 
lose the war. 

So he joined the anti-Nazis 
and permitted Englich to enter 
the air attache’s office every 
night to copy important docu- 
ments that were left lying on 
the desks in the locked room. 

Englich worked in the room 
night after night. Only once, for 
a few tense moments, did he 
nearly get caught. That was the 
time an aide of the air attache 
suddenly showed up in the of- 
fice. At first, Englich was un- 
decided as to how to meet the 
emergency, but then he decided 
to go on copying the document 
on which he was working as if 
he belonged to the place. 

The young Luftwaffe. captain 
walked straight to one of the 
safes, opened it, and removed 
from it a bottle of Scotch whis- 
ky. Then he locked the safe 
again and left. 

. Shortly after World War I, a 
young veteran of the Kaiser's 
army came to the United States 
to escape the turmoil of postwar 
Germany and to try his fortune. 
His name was William G. Sebold. 
In 1939 he was working for the 
Consolidated Aircraft Co.’s San 
Diego plant and was earning

enough to afford a vacation to 
visit relatives in Germany. 

Sebold’s American passport 
listed his occupation as “airplane 
mechanic.” The German fron- 
tier authorities reported his: ar- 
rival to the Nazi espionage or- 
ganizations. A few days after his 
arrival in Mulheim, his birth- 
place, Sebold received a visitof 
The caller's conversation was 
very much to the point. 

“You are an airplane mechan- 
ic,” the man said. “We can use 
men like you, especially in the 
United States.” 

“But I am an American citi- 
zen,” Sebold countered. 

“What difference does that 
make?” the man said. “You're a 
German and we expect you to 
conduct yourself accordingly.” 

* * * 

HE man demanded that Se- 

bold surrender his United 

States passport and departed, 
leaving the confused German- 
American to ponder the next 


step. He decided to act as an 


American, 

He went to Cologne and 
called on the American consul, 
telling everything that had hap- 
pened. To his surprise, the con- 
sul advised him to accept the 
German offer and then wait for 
developments. 

Sebold returned to Mulheim 
to await further instructions. He 
did not have long to wait. His 
acceptance completed, Sebold 
was sent to an espionage school 
in Hamburg where he was 
trained in special photography 
for the production of microfilm. 
He was taught codes, telegraphy, 
operation of short-wave trans- 
mitters, use of secret inks. The 
Germans were training him to 
sevre as the transmitter of a 
spy ring. 

On Jan. 27, 1940, Sebold was 
called to the office of Nicholas 
Fritz Ritter, who functioned as 
the principal of the spy — 

“Are you familiar with the 


Norden plant on Long Island 
which manufactures the secret 
American bombsight?“ Ritter 
asked. 

“I never heard of it,” Sebold 
said on first impulse, but then 
corrected himself. “Of course, 
I could probably find out every- 
thing about that bombsight. Per- 
haps I could even get its blue- 
prints.” 

“You don't need to exert 
yourself,” Ritter said. “We al- 
ready have the blueprint. You 
will work for us in America as 
a radio operator.” 

He handed Sebold a slip. of 
paper with four names and ad- 
dresses on it, 

“These are the collectors for 
whom you will work,” Ritter 
said. “Here, memorize their 
names and addresses.” 

Sebold was then given an 
American passport made out to 
“William G. Sawyer,” and a 
cover story to go with the name. 
He was paid an advance of 


51000 and was told that $5000 


was awaiting him in a Mexican 
bank. Finally, he was given de- 
tailed instructions: “Upon ar- 
rival, you will open an office in 
midtown Manhattan where you 
will meet the collectors and re- 
ceive from them their material. 
You will set up your transmitter 


in a house somewhere on the 


Long Island coast and transmit 
the information by radio.” 

A few weeks later Sebold ar- 
rived in New York. He formed a 
company he called Diesel Re- 
search Co.and rented an office on 
Forty-second street. In his house 
in Centerport, Long Island, he in- 
stalled his short-wave transmit- 
ter. Then on May 31, 1940, 
Sebold locked himself in the 
room where his radio stood and 
prepared to transmit the first 
information he had received 
from his collectors. 

“I’m ready to send,” Sebold 
tapped out. 

“Splendid,” Germany answered, 
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when Sebold had completed his 
message, and eontinued with new 
instructions for the American 
ring. “Need urgently from all 
friends data on monthly produc- 
tion of aircraft factories, exports 
to all countries.” 

For months afterward mbs- 
sages went out from CQDXVW22 » 
in Centerport, U.S. A., to AOR 
in Hamburg, Germany, from Se- 
bold, alias Sawyer. But some- 
one else was listening. It was 
the FBI. From the moment Se- 
bold went to the American con- 
sul in Cologne, he was a spy. 
but only nominally for the Gere 
mans, 9

This game went on for a year. 
Then, on the evening of June 28, 
1941, the FBI struck. The entire 
ring that Sebold serviced with 
his radio was rounded up.

They could not imagine where: 
the leak was. At their trial they 
got the answer, The FBI pro- 
duced a witness whose detailed 
testimony sealed their fate. He 
was William G. Sebold. = 

The Sebold case is a classic 
example of counterespionage. It 
shows how a single informer, if 
strategically placed, can lead 
agents to a whole ring. It 
showed, too, how a double-agent 
serves as a decoy to trap ether 
agents outside his own network. 

The discovery of these rings 
eliminated virtually all German 
espionage agents working in the 
United States in 1941. The ac- 
tion of the FBI in this one major 
case was manifold in its con- 
sequences. Although there were 
isolated cases of espionage and 

sabotage in the United States 
during the war, all organized 

efforts by the enemy to these 

ends failed. 1 

Different countries have dif- 
ferent ideas of “the pertess 
spy.” 

In the United States the spy 

{is popularly thought of as an 
easy-going rugged individualist, 
not necessarily brilliant in ail 
fields, but a wizard at his own 
specialty. He is ingenious, in« 
stinctive, and intuitive, with lite 
tle liking for pure reason, ad- 
venturous and brave, adaptable, 
friendly, a quick improviser in 
tight situations, somewhat indis- 
creet, and a daredevil. 


In actual fact, successful spies 
possess all of these traits to 
some degree. 

Several scientific efforts were 
made, especially in the United 
States, to establish the person- 
ality structure of the ideal spy.. 
On the basis of these studies, 
there was drawn up a catalogue 
of 10 major groups of traits 
which the good spy is supposed 
to possess in order to qualitfy. 

First of all, his morale must 
be high and he must be genu- 
inely interested in the job 
ahead. Second, he must be en- 
ergetic, zealous, and enterpris- 
ing. Third, he must be resource- 
ful, a quick and practical think- 
er. He must have good judg- 
ment and know how to deal with 
things, people, and ideas. He 
must be proficient in some oc- 
cupational skill.

ally stable, capable of great 

endurance under stress. He 
must be calm and quiet, tolerant 
and healthy. Fifth, he must have 
the ability to get along with oth- 
er people, to work as a member of 
a team, to understand the foig 
bles of others while being rea- 
sonably free of the same foibles 
himself, Sixth, he must know 
how to inspire ‘collaboration, to 
organize, administer, and lead 
others. He must be willing to 
accept responsibility. 

Seventh, he must be discreet, 
have a passion for anonymity, 
and know how to keep his 
mouth shut and preserve a se, 
cret. Eighth, he must be able 
to bluff and mislead, but only 
when bluffing and misleading 
become necessary. Ninth, he 
agile, rugged, and dar- 
ing. Ten he must have 2. — 
ability to observe everythin 
memorize details accurately He 
must be able to report on his 
observations lucidly, to evaluate 
his observations and relate them 
to the greater complex of things. 

It is the rare individual who 
combines all of these traits in 
his personality. Men who were 
highly intelligent were found ta 
be strong in leadership, exce> 
lent observers and reporters, and 
good salesmen. But their emo- 
tional stability was often low,

Earlier Post-Dispatch accounts 
of the year’s most important ex-

These notices have been de- 
signed to suggest, also, a phe- 
nomenon of secondary but con- 
tinuing interest—Rodin as fath- 
er of present-day sculpture. 


With the showing half over, 
it seems appropriate to recount 
some of the censure once heaped 
on Rodin. So controversial a 
figure was he that he. typifies 
the original genius who exacts 
his calling by achieving ulti- 
mate vindication.

City Hall Job 


Contract to build a new City 
Hall for the City of Florissant 
at the northwest corner of St. 
Francois and Jefferson streets 
has been let to the Fruin-Colnon 
Contracting Co. on a bid of 
$171,997. The construction is to 


be financed by a $200,000 bond 
issue voters approved last Oc- 
tober. 

Arehitect Raymond E. Maritz 
has designed the building, which 
will replace one now in use 
that’s more than 100 years old. 
The city, itself, is 119 years old. 

The new building will provide 
municipal offices, police depart- 
ment quarters, a council cham- 
ber and a public library. Work 
is expected to be started about 
Feb. 1. 

The architecture has a French 
accent, carrying the tradition of 
the city’s French founding, with 
tall, slender windows, wrought 
iron balconies and shutters, walls 
of colonial brick. 

The library, with 1000 square 
feet of floor space, will be on 
the main floor, together with of- 
fices for the police department, 
building commissioner, mayor, 
engineer, collector and water 
department. The second floor 
will have a 1000-square-foot 
council chamber, a councilmen’s 
office, and an auxiliary mayor's 
office. 

Basement floor space will be 
occupied with about 1500 square 
feet of storage area, two jail 
cells, a shadow room for police 
use, a general purpose lecture 
room, and offices for the street 
department and plumbing in- 
spector. 

The main part of the building 
will be covered with a sea green 
slate hip roof, capped by a cop- 
per cupola. The exposed part of 
the first floor where it extends 
beyond the smaller second floor, 
will be covered with a composi- 
tion roof. The words “City Hall” 
will be carved in the limestone 
coping on the front elevation. 

The council chamber, with 
vaulted ceiling, will be air-con- 
ditioned by an individual unit, 
separate from the air condition- 
ing system used for the main 
floor. This chamber, plus the li- 
brary and all principal corridors, 
will be paneled in oak plywood. 

The building will have asphalt 
tile flooring throughout. The 
building will be illuminated with 
fluorescent lights. Library fix- 
tures will be recessed in the 
ceiling.

It is also the area 
where the greatest overcrowding 
has occurred. 
‘ Racial segregation will end 
tomorrow in the nine public aca- 
demic high schools of the city, 
leaving only the two technical 
high schools and the grade 
schools still operating on a seg- 
regated basis. Like the grade 
schools, the technical high 
schools will begin integrated 
classes next fall. 

Adult Education Change. 
The adult education program 
also will be conducted after to- 
morrow on a non-segregated 
basis. 

Integration in the elementary 
schools next September is ex- 
2 to relieve the worst of 
he overcrowded conditions, but 
there will still be need fo? ad- 
ditional buildings and class- 
rooms and some transfers of 
students may be necessary to 
cope with this problem until it 
is solved by new construction, 
Hickey said. 

Segregation was held uncon- 
stitutional in a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court of 
last May 17. Integration was 
ordered by the Board of Educa- 
99 at a meeting of last June 


In prescribing the policy to 
be followed in rearranging dis- 
trict boundaries, the board stat- 
ed the purpose will be to pro- 
vide the best use of the facili- 
ties of a given school by the 
students living in the area of 
that school.”

WEATING IS SOMETHING everyone 
does without knowing, or thinking. 
much about it. This and other physi- 

ological mechanisms that regulate body 
temperature have been under long study 
at St. Louis University’s School of Medi- 
cine. Before the investigation was started 
in 1936, science already had learned some 
of the reasons why fingers are numbed 
by intense cold and why the body throws 
off uantities of sweat in extreme heat. 

at the St. Louis scientists have 
done is extend the investigation of these 
and many other phenomena related to reg- 
ulation of body temperature. They have 
studied, among other things, the body's 
control over cutaneous blood flow—as in 
fingers numbed by cold and skin warmed 
by heat—and the 13 of sweat over 
various areas of the body. . 

Far from being an abstract project, of 
interest only in the laboratory, their work 
has many immediate applications. Its most 
dramatic and urgent uses are in the fields 
of Arctic warfare and supersonic flight. 
where extremes of cold and heat will be 
the everyday working conditions. Their 
findings also will have benefits in dealing 
with heat stroke, fever, sinus trouble, aller- 
gies and the effect of climate on human 
Babe dean generally. In commercial 

elds, the studies may influence the design 
of air-conditioning equipment, footwear 
and clothing, even formulas for cosmetics. 
ey portions of the research are fi- 
by the armed forces, medical ap- 
ee are underwritten by the United 
tates Public Health Service. 

Dr: Alrick B. Hertzman, director of the 
physiology department, heads the research 
project. Most experiments are conducted 
in as y desi climate chamber 
which Dr. Hertzman's research team calls 
“the monster.” Studies are conducted on 
medical students who serve both as ob- 
servers and subjects in the tests. 

“The monster” is a heavily insulated, 
sound-proof room-within-a-room whose in- 


terior, 7 by 8 by 10 feet, is a maze of wires 
and gadgets for accurately measuring 
body responses to changes in environ- 
mental temperature and humidity. Tem- 
peratures in the chamber can be controlled 
within one-half of a degree and made to 
range from 50 to 150 degrees; relative hu- 
midity also can be precisely controlled 
from 10 to 95 per cent. 

Ingenious measuring and recording 
devices are employed in the delicate work. 
One, called the plethysmograph, was de- 
signed by Dr. Hertzman to measure blood 
flow in the skin—cutaneous blood flow 
being the key to exterior body tem - 
ture. It works like a light meter b ect- 
ing a beam of light through the to a 


_ photoelectric cell. The amount of light that 


gets through varies with the blood content 
of the tissue. ‘Another device is the vas- 
calor which measures heat flow at the skin 
surface. The researchers even devised a 
method of measuring the volume of sweat 
at various points on the body. (Inciden- 
tally, they refer to sweat by no other term.) 

Studies of sweating and skin blood 
flow were undertaken with grants of funds 
by the Air Force which needed detailed 
and exact knowledge about these mecha- 
nisms in order to design a ventilated suit 
for pilots of high-velocity planes. The re- 
search disclosed that sweating tends to 
follow a definite pattern over the body as 
heat stress develops. It begins on top of 
the feet, ascends the legs and thighs, fol- 
2 be the ae of the trunk, 
aterally toward the sides, a little 
later on arms and face. While this sweat- 
ing pattern is standard, amount of sweat- 
ing varies with the individual. 

This information exercised a decisive 
influence on design of the ventilated suit.

are the revealing facts behind one of the hottest arguments in years

Next month, in a sandy, desolate wasteland just 70 
miles from the glittering hoopla they call Las Vegas, 


Nev., another chapter will be written in the incredible 


story of atomic weapons. 

Once again, the word has gone out from Washington 
to the people of southern Nevada and Utah: the 
Atomic Energy Commission is preparing a test site at 
lonely, barren Yucca Flat. Once again, the AEC has 
announced simply, “atomic devices” will be tried out. 

And once again, millions of Americans feel that 
familiar sensation—half excitement, half dread—that 
first appeared when A-bombs shattered Nagasaki and 
Hiroshima in World War II. 

‘Those bombings, so far, represent the only wartime 
use of atomic energy. But they followed the dramatic 


test at Alamogordo, N. M. (July 16, 1945), which, in 


the nine years since, has multiplied into a series of 


tests involving not only A-bombs but H-bombs, not 


only the U. S. but Britain and Russia. 

By now, these tests have blown Up one of the biggest 
controversies of our times. Do atom and hydrogen 
bomb tests “poison the air”? Do they endanger your 
health today and possibly the health of future genera- 
tions? Or do they not? 

At the core of the controversy is a new, menacing 
word: “fall-out.” To — the arguments, we

“sock# This latter form is contained in fall-out. 
When a bomb is detonated on or near the ground, 
or in water, particles of dust, dirt, debris and tiny frag- 


ments of the bomb itself are blown sky-high. These 


particles, all radioactive, comprise the actual fall-out— 
for what goes up must come down. The big particles, 
containing “hotter” doses of radioactivity, come down 
first, relatively close to ground zero. The smaller ones 
may not come down for hours, days or even weeks. 

These tiny particles are picked up by air currents 
at altitudes of 30,000 feet or more and are carried away 
in broken, shifting, invisible “clouds.” Ultimately, the 
particles may fall on the ground, on buildings, on 
crops, in water—anywhere in the world. As the fall-out 
is swept by winds farther and farther from ground 
zero, its W punch becomes weaker and 
weaker.

injured (and one later died) following U. S. hydrogen- 
bomb tests in the Pacific, the captain of their ship said 
it “rained rice powder.” He and his ship were close to 
ground zero (close for an H-bomb, that is; they were 
about 80 miles away). The rice powder was really 
“hot” fall-out. | 

On that occasion U. S. air-weather personnel on an 
island well over 100 miles from ground zero saw 
“flecks” coming out of the sky. Those, too, were fall- 


out—but in this case not hot enough to do any harm. 

To measure the “strength” of fall-out, the U. S. 
Weather Bureau operates collecting stations all over 
the country. Whenever and wherever the tiny particles 
come down, they are collected on sticky paper “plat- 
forms” and in small suction machines, then carefully 
checked for radioactivity. In addition—although it has 
not been admitted officially—there are U. S. planes in 
other parts of the world which, outfitted with special 
devices, collect air samples for similar analysis. 

This collecting network provides basic information 
on bomb tests everywhere on earth. It tells our scien- 
tists what fall-out goes where, and how powerful it is. 
It is only one of many measures designed to sa eu . 
humanity before, during and after tests.

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In the light of this disagreement, PARADE has gone 
to high Government authorities directly concerned 
with A- bomb and H-bomb tests. They cannot be iden- 
tified, or even quoted directly. However, they have 
supplied a revealing “fall-out calendar” that tells where 
and when those tiny particles have made headlines— 
and what lay behind the headlines. Here it is: 


What Actually Happened? 

Summer, 1945: About a dozen cattle, 15 to 20 
miles from ground zero at Alamogordo, N. M., were 
hit by fall-out. They suffered minor burns. Hair on 
their backs and flanks fell out. Gradually the hair 
grew back in patches. Cows in the herd since have 
had calves; all were born normal and healthy. 

Spring, 1952: Another herd of cattle was affected, 
this time 15 to 20 miles from the test site at Mercury, 
Nev. Some animals suffered minor burns; hair fell 
out, later grew back. Scientists at the test site barbe- 
cued one of the steers, ate the meat just to prove it 
was not contaminated. 1 

Summer. 1952. A broken “cloud” containing radio- 
active material passed over Chicago just as it started 
in and around city. The strength of radioactive fall- 
out was extremely slight. The average person could 
have drunk only that rainwater for a lifetime without 
chance of injury. ine 

Spring. 1953: About 20 horses, 8 to 10 miles from 
ground zero in Nevada, suffered minor burns. All re- 
covered. A widespread rumor that sheep deaths in 


” 


southern Utah resulted from fall-out was investigate 


by health experts. They found no evidence to justify 
the rumor. . 

Spring, 1953: Another “radioactive rainfall” oc- 
curred, this time over Troy, N. Y. It resulted from 
the same atmospheric conditions as the Chicago rain- 
fall. Again, you could drink only Troy rainwater for 
a lifetime without a chance of harm. 

About the same time, hail falling in the Washing- 
ton, D. C., area was found to contain minute amounts 
of radioactive material. It, too; was harmless. 

Spring, 1954: The second U. S. H-bomb test was 
held at Bikini Atoll in the Southwest Pacific. More 
than 100 inhabitants of three of the Marshall Islands, 
up to 300 miles from ground zero, were injured. A 
total of 74 received burns on head and neck; these 
now are healed. A total of 39 lost the hair on their 
heads; the hair of all 39 has grown back - in the same 
color and texture. Two of the Marshallese women have 
had normal babies. A third baby is reported on the 
way. ‘ 

At the same time, 31 U. S. weathermen disregarded 
safety precautions and exposed themselves to H-bomb 
fall-out. (Had it been an A-bomb, the danger of in- 
jury at this distance normally would have been nil.) 
Later, exhaustive examination of the men revealed 
no illness. What were thought to be minor body burns 
in a few cases soon cleared up. 

The 23 Japanese fishermen, also exposed, suffered 
burns. Later, all were reported seriously injured in- 
ternally. Twenty-two were released from a Tokyo

hospitat-on home leave last Christmas. The 23rd 
man died. This developed into a touchy diplomatic 
problem for America. But it can now be revealed that 
some U. S. experts seriously doubt that this man died 
from effects of the bomb. He is said to have contracted 
hepatitis (a liver disorder) not necessarily associated 
with radioactive injury. 

In addition, U. S. authorities secretly question the 
Japanese policy of “dumping” the tuna caught by 
the 23 fishermen and other catches shortly after the 
bomb was detonated. Indications are that tuna from 
the first catch—probably—and fish from later catches 
~—definitely—were edible. They had, in other words, 
not been severely damaged by radioactivity. 


The West Coast Wasn't Hurt 


U. S. experts further tested fish just outside the 
Bikini and nearby Eniwetok lagoons and found them 
safe to eat. Thorough inspection of tuna reaching the 
West Coast, shortly afterward, revealed no trace of 

Some days after this Bikini test, hydrogen-bomb 
fall-out also appeared on the U. S. West Coast, some 
5,000 miles from ground zero. It was about 500 to 
1,000 times weaker than radioactive levels which pro- 
duce injury. A few days later, fall-out was detected, 
on the East Coast. It was even less potent. 

As for the fall-out from British and Soviet tests 
which has reached this country, the levels of radio- 
activity have been far too low to cause injury.

This, then, is the “box score” on the 
immediate, fall-out effect of the bomb tests 
over the past decade. In only one, last 
year’s hydrogen-bomb blast, were people 
injured. A man died, but his death may 
not have been caused by H-bomb fall-out. 
Animals have been injured in U. S. atom 
tests. 

Fall-out has, at times, caused rumors 
of all sorts to spread through the.country 
like wildfire. But the fact is that fall-out 
has not affected the general health of the 
American people. It does not cause epi- 
demics of known diseases, nor does it 
cause new, different or mysterious dis- 
eases. Fall-out does not make you feel one 
way or another. It does not change the 


course of illness as it occurs in everyday 


living. 
Even Close Up, You're Safe 
This is true whether you live in Maine, 
California or close to ground zero at the 


Nevada proving grounds. Even the people 


in communities closest to the proving 
grounds have been exposed to radiation 
levels far less than 1/100 of the dose con- 
and the air they breathe have not been 
contaminated by test fall-out. 

The tragedy of the Pacific tests last year 
will not be duplicated in Nevada for many 
reasons—among them the fact that atomic, 
not hydrogen, devices are shot off at Yucca 
Flat. Atomic bombs have only a fraction 
of the blast “yield” of hydrogen bombs. 
The AEC and our defense experts know 
exactly what that A-bomb yield is. 


With the H-bomb, this was not true. 


tists had estimated it would be. So was the 
“danger zone.” The latter, before the test, 
was calculated at 200 miles east and west 
and 100 miles north and south. After the 
blast, the zone was placed at 335 miles east 
and west and 150 miles north and south. 
But the bombs shot off in Nevada simply 
are not big and powerful enough to pro- 
duce that effect. 

There remains one major question in 
the minds of many of our top scientists. 
This involves the body characteristics 
passed on via the genes from ane genera- 
tion to.another, and the mutations or 
changes in those characteristics. 

Some scientists feel that bomb tests to- 
day may be condemning future generations 
perhaps 200, 500 or 1,000 years from now. 
They offer this explanation: The earth's 
surface has a low “background” of radia- 
tion caused by cosmic rays from outer 
space. World-wide bomb tests are gradu- 

This raised level, in turn, could destroy 
the ability of our genes to be reproduced 
in a normal manner. Such inability in the 
basic body cells could, in future genera- 
tions, lead to the birth of freakish, abnor- 
mal babies. 

That is the contention. It is highly con- 
troversial. A prominent California scien-

‘tive individuals. Some such defectives 


would be present if the bombs had never 
been invented; the point is that thie num- 
ber due to the bombs will be added to this 
irreducible minimum.” 

He added, “It may well be that the 
possible gains (from bomb tests] are worth 
the calculated risk. But it must be remem- 
bered that the risk is one to which the 
entire human race, present and future, is 
being subjected.” 


That scientist’s attitude has been echoed _ 


in this country and in Great Britain, where 
one authority recently declared that there 
is a grave danger to the future of mankind 


from test explosions “if they are not con- 


trolled in time.” : 
Policy-Makers Aren't Worried 
These are strong statements. However, 


Government and other scientists respon- 


sible for making U. S. policy regarding 
bomb tests simply do not buy them. 


Present Government policy is.predi- 


cated on the conviction that bomb tests as 
they are being conducted represent no 
threat to public welfare now or in the 
future. Says one high official: “There is no 
cause for alarm, either on the basis of 
past tests or on the basis of any conceiv-

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When Olson retires from the ring, 


he'll become a TV crooner— maybe 


an older sister's inability to pronounce 
brother —was 12, his parents were sep- 
arated. Ihe boy quit school and went to 
work on a friend’s farm. There he milked 
cows, rode horses For a while I thought 
I'd become a jockey, but I grew up too 
fast“ and developed muscles. 

He was only 13 when the Japanese 
bombed Pearl Harbor. By then he had 
reached his full height, 5 feet 10/2, and 
for several years hardly a week passed 
without some serviceman calling him a 
“draft dodger.” 

On every such occasion Bobo and his 
fists went to work. “One time,” his wife 
recalls, “we were riding on a trolley in 
Honolulu—Bobo was only 14, I think. A 
soldier called him a punk. At the next 
stop Bobo invited the soldier to step out- 
side. Bobo threw one punch. That was the 
end of the fight.” 

A steady diet of this gave Olson a wary 
eye, lightning-fast reaction time, an affi- 
nity for the boxing ring. He began hang- 
ing around Honolulu gyms. In one of 
these he was noticed by Sgt. Sid Flaherty, 
then staging fights for Special Services. 

“What I liked most about the kid,” Sid 
says now, “was his eye. He had the won- 
derful alertness to see a punch coming 
his way and to avoid it. After watching 
him for a month, I told him if he ever 
came to San Francisco te look me up.” 

Bobo turned professional when he was 
16. A year later he and Helen were mar- 

“We were as poor as church mice,” 
Mrs. Olson recalls. “We received only 


to San Francisco—I guess it was 1945— 
he fought 10 bouts at $25 a fight. You 
won't find those fights in the record books. 
But for us it was fight or starve. I remem- 
ber now how downhearted we were when 
the California Boxing Commission learned 
that Bobo was under 18 and told him to go 


when he lost to Dave Sands, the British 


middleweight champion, in Sydney, it was 
only his second defeat in 47 fights. Seven 
months later he lasted 12 rounds against 
Sugar Ray Robinson, the workd cham- 
pion, in Philadelphia. 


“Maybe Robinson was the better fight- 
er,” Mrs. Olson offers. “I'm not saying he 
wasn't. A year later he took a 15-round 
decision from Bobo. But in that first fight 
I don’t think Bobo would ever have been 
knocked out if he’d had enough to eat. 
The truth is that before the fight we didn’t 
have enough money for food. 

“After the fight wé realized that some- 


thing was wrong. Bobo had been fighting 


for six years and winning practically all 
of the time. Still we had no money. That’s 
when Bobo decided to join up with Sid 
Flaherty.” 

When Olson signed with Flaherty in 
1951—the agreement calls for Sid to get 
one-third of Bobo’s take—the balding mid- 
dleweight placed himself under the aegis 
of a sentimental, sagacious and scrupu- 
lously honest boxing manager. 


His Fighters Also Work 
Flaherty runs his string of fighters on 


the unusual premise that their welfare : 
comes first. He keeps a seven-room apart- - 


ment near the Golden Gate where various 
of his battlers live with him. He makes 
each—including Bobo—join local 860 of 
the teamsters union here. When they're 
not training or fighting he wants them to 
work at a gainful occupation. 

When Sid got hold of Olson, Bobo was 
far from a polished fighter. He had a ten- 
dency to slap with his left and wait for his 
opponent to come to him. Flaherty turned 
him into the finest infighter and pacer in 
the game. Olson, in the words of one ex- 
pert, “fights when he has to and never 
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retreats by stepping back. While he 
doesn't possess a terrific knockout punch, 
he’s a superb boxer who can wear any 
man down with his telling body blows 
and his great stamina.” 

Outside the ring he suſſers from an 
inferiority complex motivated in part by 
his Hawaiian accent and his limited for- 
mal education. He dislikes being inter- 
viewed without Flaherty's permission for 
fear he ll say the wrong thing. “I don’t talk 
so good,” he explains. “Gotta get an edu- 
cation. Maybe it's too late for me. But 
not for my Kids. They're gonna get an 
education. Every one of em.“ 

Olson has three boys and a girl, on 
whom he lavishes all the affection denied 
him as a child. After the Turpin fight, an 
attempt was made to kidnap his oldest 
boy, Carl, Jr., then 6. The Olsons quickly 
began searching the San Francisco su- 
burbs for a new home. A few months ago 
they found a three-bedroom ranch house 
for $47,000 in Hillsborough, sometimes 
called the “millionaires’ community.” 

In this house Olson wrestles on the floor 
with his offspring, sleeps 10 hours a day 
and, when not in training, enjoys the life 
of a 26-year-old nouveau riche. He owns 
a 1954 Cadillac, two horses and, of 
course, an extensive collection of trophies. 
He gives handsomely to charity. 

His wife, a 100-pound brunette of 
Portuguese extraction, lights candles for 
him at the local Catholic church before 
each fight—alone. 

“Before each bout,” she explains, 
“Bobo moves into town and sleeps at Sid 
Flaherty’s apartment. When I get to see 


him, the fight’s all over, and he's 1 


relaxed. 

He comes home and plays with the 
children and sings with our friends. In 
fact, Bobo’s got a very good voice. When 
he retires he'll still be a young man. That's 
why I keep telling him to take singing 
lessons. He’s much better than most of the 
crooners on television. And he very easily 
could become a well-known

Democratic government: Students and fac- 
ulty have equal footing in a weekly “town 
meeting” that governs the campus and was 
responsible, among other things, for abolish- 
ing diplomas, athletics, fraternities. 

What's behind this odd college that refuses 
to act like a college? Two things: a man and 
an idea. The man is Dr. Royce S. Pitkin, 
an ex-prep school headmaster and disciple 
of “progressive education” pundit John 
Dewey, who came to withering Goddard 
Seminary and Junior College in 1935. After 
a series Of talks with other educators and 
prominent Vermonters, he shook the school 
to its century-old foundations by substituting 
a whole new approach to education. 

Out went the old traditions as more hin- 
drance than help. “Take exams,” says Dr. 
Pitkin. “A student doesn’t study to learn, but 
to make a grade. What he really studies is

not the subject, but the teacher.” By Pitkin 
standards, learning is an individual—and full- 
time—process, not to be determined by num- 
ber of credits or classes. 

In came three new traditions: individual 
attention, democracy, informality. The casual 
air is important in Goddard’s scheme of 
things. Instructors are called by first names. 
(Dr. Pitkin is “Tim.”) Faculty and students 
eat together, work together in the kitchen, 
study together, play together. 

Once a coed bringing her parents for their 
first tour met Instructor Robert Mattuck 
along the road. Mattuck, bare-chested and 
puffing a pipe, wore his college running 
shorts. “This is Bob, my literature teacher,” 
said the girl. Mattuck nodded, puffed and 
jogged away. The parents began to see why 
Plainfield refers to “those loonies on the hill.”

Goddard means democracy, 
responsibility, independence— 
and a good deal of hard work 


SPLANTED to a class, this old- 
| prom air keeps the atmosphere 
friendly, relaxed and conducive to 
study. “Discussion groups” meet under 
a tree or around a fireplace. The stu- 
dent says what he pleases. The instruc- 
tor doesn’t lecture; he simply keeps the 
discussion in order. 

Once a week, each student sits down 
with his faculty counselor to knit to- 
gether loose ends of his study and to 
are intended to help a student over the 
rough spots; but often they veer off 
into personal problems or just plain bull 
sessions. 

At the heart of Goddard's system is 
the relationship of student to com- 
munity—the college community and the 
community at large. The “town meet- 
ing” is part of this training: Arguments 
are hot and frequent; a perennial bone 
of contention is whether pets should 
be outlawed on campus. So far, the pro- 


dog faction has managed to beat off all 


“attacks on our personal freedom.” 

Relations with the outside world are 
learned in the winter work term. Dur- 
ing these two months, the student takes 
a job, preferably away from home; both 


he and his employer appraise his work 


afterwards. This, Dr. Pitkin thinks, 
teaches him independence and respon- 
sibility. And during his last semester 
he often eliminates classes entirely, 
chooses a research project that keeps 
him off campus most of the time. 

What kind of students go to God- 
dard? An average group—“some gen- 
iuses, some dullards,” says one faculty 
member. Students come mostly from 
the East, although one second-year stu- 
dent now is from Idaho. A limiting 
factor: Goddard's cost, at $1,100 a year 
tuition and $650 board, is high. But 
scholarships are many. Students them- 
selves gather maple sirup, sell it, use the 
proceeds for the scholarship fund. Un- 
endowed Goddard still winds up about 
$50,000 in the red each year, must 
scratch around for donations from 
friends. 

Are students more serious at God- 
dard? They seem to be; but devotion 
to learning is “the thing to do” at

is home-grown; square dancing, group 
singing and winter sports are favorites. 
Often, students will drive to Dart- 
mouth, 50 miles away, for a movie or 
a lecture. 

But students enjoy their college days 
at Goddard; by worldly standards, most 
graduates have achieved success. Of 
course, Goddard does not measure suc- 
cess by conventional yardsticks. In its 
view, One gets a degree but does not 
graduate; learning goes on forever. @
